EXTRA SESSION 
CLUB HITS SENATE 


Taft Insists on Vote on Cana­ 
dian Reciprocity. 


COMMITTEE 
6ETS 
BUSY 


Newspaper 
Criticism 
Stirs 
Senator 
Heyburn, Who Makes Some Caustic 
Remarks. 


W ashington, Feb. 17. — President 
T aft is determ ined to secure a vote on 
the Canadian reciprocity bill in the 
senate and will call a n 'e x tra 'session 
of congress if the hill fails. 
This declaration was made by Sen­ 
ator Smoot, following a conference at 
the W hite House with the president.. 
Senators Lodge aud Root were also 
p resen t 
Mr. Smoot announced that the sen­ 
ate would receive all opportunity to 
discuss reciprocity and that the Mc­ 
Call bill, lo put it into effect, would 
not be sm othered in com mittee. He 
believed th a t once in the senate, the 
will would meet obstructive tactics 
that 
would 
prevent a vote before 
March 4, when this congress expires. 
Shortly after the conference, Sena­ 
tor Burrows, rani ing member of the 
finance com m ittee, was closeted with 
the president, 
lie announced later 
that he would call a m eeting of the 
com m ittee to consider the bill. 
He refused to venture a guess as 
to the length of time the m easure 
would he held In committee. 
It is 
thought there will be a m eeting at 
the W hit* House to discuss the legis­ 
lative outlook and certain provisions 
of the agreem ent. Secretary Knox will 
tie present and certain objections to 
the pact will be taken up. 
» 
That the senate is sitting supine and 
disgraceful!)* unresentful, while It 
being accused of “clim es blacker than 
those which oectipy the attention of 
the crim inal courts” was asserted by 
Senator Heyburn. His resentm ent was 
aroused by the publication of an ar­ 
ticle in a local newspaper saying that 
only by m aking it plain that he would 
call an extra session could the presi­ 
dent compel the senate to pass the 
Canadian reciprocity bill. 
Mr. Heyburn accepted this an an In­ 
dication th at some new spaper men 
“occupying and walking on the floor 
of the senate” were of the opinion 
that senators could he coerced into 
doing that which is contrary to their 
consciences. 
“A charge that any member of this 
body could be Influenced by the ‘crack 
of the whip’ by some one else it a 
charge of cowardice,’' said Mr. Hey 
buro, “which could not be made with­ 
out resentm ent by any one who him­ 
self was not a tow ard. 
W hen they 
charge that any co-ordinate branch of 
the governm ent ran compel anothet 
co-ordinate branch to act as otherw ise 
it would not, they charge corruption 
against the influencing body and cor­ 
ruption and cowardice against those 
being influenced. Can we sit silent un­ 
der such charges affecting the dignity 
and honor of the senate?" 
No other senator took notice of the 
incident.

CHARGES REPORTS OF 
EXPORTS ARE PADDED 


Federal Bureau Accused in 


Pan-American Meeting. 


W ashington, Feb. 17.—Sensational 
charges were made at the Pan-Ameri­ 
can Commercial Conference that the 
government bureau of statistics of the 
departm ent of commerce and labor 
was issuing misleading statistics on 
the export trade of the United States. 
The charges were made by Francis 
J. Low, of New York, who read an 
affidavit made by a form er confiden­ 
tial clerk of the bureau. 
Mr. Low, representing a num ber of 
export m erchants of New York, Imme­ 
diately following a speech by O. P. 
Austin, chief of the bureau of statis­ 
tics, announced that the exporters of 
New York wanted to know whether 
the bureau was still Issuing mislead 
ing statistic* on the export trade of 
the United States. 
He then read an affidavit made in 
1907 by Charles 8. Price, for three 
years the confidential clerk of the 
bureau, stating th a t while employed 
In the bureau instructions were given 
in regard to the export of m anufac­ 
tures MF Ml cfi would lend to m islead 
the 
m anufacturers 
of 
the 
United 
States, and th at the proof could he 
shown by referring to schedule E of 
the bureau, in which raw m aterials 
are described as “ wholly or [Artly 
manufactured." and •'which made a 
tremendous difference in the declared 
exports of m anufactures wholly.” 
Mr. Low said 
export 
m erchants 
wanted to know where all the exports 
noted by the bureau of statistics were 
going. Steam ship companies, he added, 
were withdrawing vessels from tfieir 
service, and the issuance of charters 
to ships had falleu off considerably- 
Mr. Austin denied the accusation. 


FRIGHT KILLS WOMAN 


Sudden Fear That Husband Waa Dy­ 
ing Overcame Her. 
W ilkes-Barre, Pa., Feb. 17. — Mrs. 
David Thomas, stricken with a sud­ 
den fear that her husband was dead 
or dying, was overcome at his bed­ 
side and died a short tim e later.

The whole incident comes as a great 
surprise to the diplomatic service in 
W ashington, 
for 
although 
it 
was 
known that sharp issues had arisen 
between Russia and China over con­ 
flicting claims of Jurisdiction in Man­ 
churia and in connection with com mer­ 
cial privileges in Mongolia, the 'turn- 
thin was not regarded aa critical, and 
It generally was believed that in view 
of the deplorable conditions exist ag 
in China as a result of the frig.itful 
famine and the terrible ravager af 
the plague. Russia would generously 
defer pressing her claims to the ex­ 
trem e at this time. 


China Is Unprepared. 


That war will not result from ’he 
latest move of Hie Russian govern 
ment is the confident belief In diplo­ 
matic circles bere, for It is generally 
understood that the Chinese are to­ 
tally unprepared to meet such t foe 
as Russia at this Juncture So it Is ex­ 
pected that China will apj>ea! to the 
flowers, in* biding America, for 1 air 
play. 
What amount of support siie 
will receive cannot safely be foretold. 
It is pointed out here that our own 
governm ent cannot act until it has 
examined 
the 
contentions on both 
aides, and before America could inter, j 
retie in behalf of China It must first 
m ake sure that China was guiltiest of 
such disregard of her treaty obliga­ 
tions as would w arrant the Russian 
menace 
Should It lie found that there Is 
ground for such action, It is entirely 
possible that the state 
departm ent 
may use its good offices to avert war 
or the working of great Injustice upon 
China by suggesting a r e f e r e n t of 
the lunies between Russia and Ca na 
to T he Hague tribunal. 
Indeed, it may be that es one of 
the parties to The Hague convention, 
America will feel bound as a m atter 
of duty under the mediation sections 
of the convention to proffer her good 
offices and may seek to render the.-e 
more effective by endeavoring to se 
cure the support for her action of 
other great signatory powers. 
At first glance it does not appear 
that the “open door” doctrine lh in 
volved in this affair, for presumably 
Russia would not attem pt to curtail 
any right of trade in the affec ted prov* 
in^ts of Mongolia or T urkestan now 
enjoyed by citlxetia of foreign coun­ 
tries.
